Meanwhile, in the Hokkaido 
district, some 850 unionists 
participated yesterday morning 
in 13 separate workshop rallies, 
each lasting for about three 
hours. 


In the Tohoku area local 
headquarters of the NRWU at 
Sendai, Akita and Morioka con- 
tinued their workshop meetings 
at eight places in 11 sections. 


The Sendai headquarters 
Was persuading dissident 
unionists to follow coordinated 
action. Four union sections in- 
cluding those at Tsunoda, Masu- 
da and Ishinomaki had aired 
disapproval of workshop rallies. 


Workshop rallies were also 
held in the Mito district with 
542 union members attending 
30-minute meetings in 35 places. 

No suspension of services has 
been reported in all three areas 
as of 5 p.m, yesterday. 


Railway operations in the 
Niigata area which had been 
thrown into confusion returned 
to normal yesterday morning. 

Restrictions on sending of 
freight to the Niigata area were 
also lifted.

Struggle Plan 
Moved Up to 
Aug.by Sohyo 


The 3,000,000-strong General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) yesterday decided to 
stage the planned nationwide 
protest struggles against the 
punishments of the National 
Railway Workers Union (Koku- 
tetsu) leaders next month, in- 
stead of October, as originally 
decided. 

The advancing of the struggle 
date was decided at a meeting 
of secretaries general of 30 
Sohyo-affiliated unions. 

The meeting blamed the de- 
teriorating situation of the 
Kokutetsu struggles on: (1) the 
“insincere” attitude of the Na- 
tional Railway Corporation to- 
ward the wage hike issue; (2) 
the corporation’s refusal to join 
in collective negotiations with 
the union on the ground that it 
is an unlawful union, and (3) 
suppression by police and pub- 
lic prosecutors. 

Detailed schedules of the na- 
tionwide protest struggles are 
scheduled to be fixed today at 
a conference of leaders of the 
Sohyo and four of its leading 


member wunions--the Japan 
Postal Workers Union, the 
Japan Telecommunications 


Workers Union, the Japan Coal 
Mine Workers Union and the 
Kokutetsu. 


Japan Hands A-Charter 
Ratification to U.S. 


The Government announced 
yesterday that Japan deposited 
the ratification instrument of 
the charter of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency with the 
U.S. Government . Tuesday 
through the Japanese Embassy 
in Washington. 

Japan is the 17th country to 
complete ratification procedures. 

The charter is to take effect 
when 18 countries, including 
three of the five powers of 
America, Britain, Soviet Russia, 
Canada and France, deposit 


their ratification papers. 


Lysenko Claims New Method 
To Hike Milk Output of Cows 


MOSCOW (AP) — Trofim B. 
Lysenko, whose controversial 
theories on genetics were the 
gospel of Stalin’s Russia, has 
come forward with a plan that 
could help Nikita Khrushchev 
achieve his goal of surpassing 
the United States in milk pro- 
duction. 


Lysenko’s new § theory 
amounts to mass crossbreeding 
of specially picked cows plus 
special feeding of cows during 
pregnancy. It was spread 
across two pages of Wednes- 
day’s Pravda, thus giving it 
authoritative backing from the 
Communist Party. 

As proof of his theory Lysen- 
ko said Holsteins that he cross 
ed with Jersey bulls produced 
higher milk yields as well as 


higher butterfat content. He.) 


| said special feeding during preg 
nancy influenced embryo 
development along Jersey lines. 


The geneticist claimed these 
characteristics could be inherit- 
ed by future generations, a 
claim that goes against accept- 
ed genetic theories in the rest 
of the world. 


During the period from 1948 
until Stalin’s death in 1953 
when Lysenko was at the height 
of official popularity, he often 
supported genetic theories that 
were opposed to those accepted 
in the Western world.

D.C. Visit by Zhukov 
Viewed as Possible 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A visit to Washington by President 
Eisenhower's old friend, Soviet Defense Minister Georgi Zhukov, 
appeared Thursday to be a distinct possibility. 

Eisénhower himself said Wednesday at his news conference 
that talks with Zhukov might serve a useful purpose in improv- 


] 


ing Soviet-American relations 
and easing world tensions. 

The Soviet Embassy reflects, 
in one comment at least, a 
generally favorable attitude, and 
several U.S. senators of both 
parties said they thought it 
would be a good idea. 

U.S. officials said, however, 
that so far no steps have been 
taken to make even preliminary 
arrangements for such a visit 
and they were not sure when if 
ever action might be initiated. 

How the possibility of a 
meeting works out may well de- 
pend on the formal reaction in 
Moscow to what Eisenhower 
said. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported LEisen- 
hower’s statements in a brief 
dispatch notable for the lack of 
any tinge of comment or criti- 
cism. - 

A possible complication in the 
picture is the state of politics 


|and personal relationships and 


motives within the Communist 
Party Presidium. 

Party boss Nikita Khrushchev 
said in a news conference at 
Helsinki a little more than a 
month ago that he would like 
to visit the United States but 
had never been invited. Khrush- 
chev might want to be count- 
ed in on any mission involving 
Zhukov and that presumably 
could create complications. 


Eisenhower was asked seve- 
ral questions about Zhukov at 
his news conference. He recall- 
ed that he had known the Soviet 
marshal well when he and 
Zhukov were commanders of 
the victorious allied and Soviet 
forces in Berlin at the end of 
World War II. 

He said that at one time 
“Marshal Zhukov and I operat- 
ed together very closely.” He 
characterized the Soviet mili- 
tary leader as a “confirmed 
Communist” and “an honest 
man.” 

The President refrained from 
endorsing any general idea of a 
visit by any of various Kremlin 
leaders here. 

However, when he was asked 
whether an exchange of visits 
between Zhukov as the Soviet 
Defense Minister and U.S. Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson “would 
serve a useful purpose,” he re- 
plied that he thought “it might.” 

Soviet Embassy spokesman 
Anatoli Gorshenov said with 
respect to questions about 
either a Khrushchev or a Zhu- 
kov visit that “we are in favor 
of exchanges between  coun- 
tries,” including Soviet ex- 
changes with the United States. 
But he declared that he could 
not speak for either of the two 
men specifically although his 
words reflected broad Soviet 
policy. 


Gov't Reaffirms

Starts Here 


A BOAC Whispering Giant 
roared into Tokyo late last night 
on the inauguration flight of the 
first commercial jetprop service 
between Europe and the Far 
East. 

The Bristol Britannia plane, 
which will cut travel time be- 
tween London and Tokyo to 
about 40 hours, landed at Tokyo 
International Airport at 11:23 
p.m., greeted by the cheers of 
airport and airline personnel. 


The giant aircraft, piloted by 
Capt. R. E. Flower, BOAC’s 
senior pilot, carried to Japan a 
party of six travel agents and 
newsmen from England, Italy, 
India and Pakistan, and 20 pas- 
sengers. 

The inauguration flight party 
was met by W. Harpham, charge 
d’affaires of the British Em- 
bassy; H. Vere Redman, counsel- 
lor of the British Embassy; 
George W. Denny, BOAC man- 
ager for Japan, and Donald 
Morrison, manager of the Avia- 
tion Department, Shell Oil Co., 
Ltd. 

E. C. Engledew, newly ap- 
pointed sales manager for 
Japan, BOAC, was greeted by 
T. E. Orpin, outgoing sales 
manager here. Orpin has been 
appointed sales_ training-pro- 
cedure manager at the airline’s 
head office in London. sy 

The new London-Tokyo flight 
time is seven hours shorter 
than with the Argonauts and 
Constellation-749’s which will be 
withdrawn from the service this 
week. 

The Britannia can accom: 
modate a total of 54 passengers, 
24 first-class and 30 tourist-class. 
The entire Britannia fleet is 
fitted with search radar.

Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada yesterday told newsmen 
that the “integrated measures” 
of the Government would short- 
ly be put into effect. 


Ichimada added that industri- 
al leaders had pledged to co- 
operate with the Government’s 
measures to improve Japan’s in- 
ternational account situation. 


He made the statement after 
a two-hour conference at his 
official residence with 13  in- 
dustrial leaders, including Taizo 
Ishizaka, president of the Fede- 
ration of Economic Organiza- 
tions; Kanichi Moroi, director 
of the Japan Federation: of Em- 
ployers Associations, and Sho- 
shiro Kudo, chairman of the Na- 


tional Committee of the Man- 


agement Association of Japan. 


Ichimada admitted that some 
leaders had voiced opposition to 
an indiscriminate tight-money 
policy and objected to the “in- 
tegrated measures.” 


“However, all the leaders 
finally agreed to support the 
Government’s policy, and the 
stage has been reached where 
the Government has only to 
translate the measures _ into 
action,” Ichimada declared. 


Referring to the _ so-called 
“August crisis,” Ichimada said 
that there was a_e tendency 
among some business leaders to 
exaggerate the possible effects 
of the Government’s policy for 
personal reasons. 


The Finance Minister was 
confident that there would be 
no unexpected increase in the 
number of financial collapses 
and dishonored bills in August.

Economic White Paper 
Issued by Government 
ount Crisis 


Factors Outlined 
for ‘Unwarranted’ 
Expansion in '56- 


(Text of White Paper, Page 8) 
The Government ‘yester- 
day disclosed its formal 
view on Japan’s present 
economic plight and clarifi- 
ed the principles that will 
guide its future policy. 

The disclosure came as. the 
Economic Planning Agency 
made public its annual econo- 
mic report for 1957 yesterday. 

The major part of the volu- 
minous economic White Paper, 
subtitled as “unwarranted ex- 
pansion and retrospection,” is 
devoted to an analysis of the 
factors responsible for the 
present crisis in the foreign 
currency reserves. It pointed 
out the reason why the rapid 
economic growth of Japan last 
year, must be checked this year. 

The White Paper said Japan 
exceeded any other country of 
the world in the rate of econo- 
mic expansion last year with 
her mining and manufacturing 
production recording a 23.4 per 
cent increase over the previous 
vear and the national income 
leaping by 14 per cent. 

On the other hand, exports in- 
creased by 19 per cent, while 
imports last year shot up by 42 
per cent. Reflecting this im- 
port-export imbalanee, Japan’s 
international account registered 
only 38 million dollars of nomin- 
al revenue surplus, and when 
taking into account such infla- 
ing factors as deferred pay- 
ment, etc. Japan recorded a 
180 million dollar net deficit in 
her foreign exchange account. 

The Agency’s annual report 
contended that the Japanese 
economy had been expanding 
too fast ail through last year 
and finally came face to face 
with a dire shortase of fercign 
exchange.

“The Kishi Government want- 
ed to avoid a crisis by using 
U.S. capital to develop South- 
east Asia, but it failed to obtain 
guarantees from the United 
States.” 

The editorial praised the Kishi 
Government’s decision to relax 
the China trade embargo for “it 
showed it capable of adopting 
measures in Japan’s interest.” 

But, it added, the mere rela- 
xation of the embargo was not 
enough. It said that as the 
“Japanese Socialist Party has 
rightly pointed out”...it must 
be followed by “speedily settling 
all problems involved in ex- 
panding this trade.” 

It said another trade pact (in 
addition to the trade pact al- 
ready made between Red China 
and Japanese private business 
circles) and a payments agree- 
ment need be signed and per- 
manent trade missions exchang- 
ed. 


India Gov't Won't 
Join H-Meet Here 


NEW DELHI (AP)—Prime 
Minister Nehru said Thursday 
the Indian Government would 
not participate in a “world con- 
ference against the hydrogen 
bomb” in Tokyo Aug. 12 
through 158. 

Indian individuals, however, 
will be free to take part, Nehru 
told the Lower House of Parlia- 
ment Thursday in reply to a 
question.

Suez Accord Becomes Law 
In Egypt; Israel Still Out 


CAIRO (AP)—President Nas- 
ser’ss Government Thursday 
wrote into law its promise not 
to discriminate against any 
Suez Canal. users—and its 
adherence to the 1888 Constan- 
tinople Covention which it 
uses to bar Israeli shipping 
from the waterway. 


The law made public Thurs- 
day forbids the Government’s 
Suez Canal Authority from dis- 
criminating against any ship 
transiting the canal and from 
doing anything else in violation 
of the 1888 convention. 

But it added that the law 
“does not prejudice in any way 
the rights and obligations of the 
Egyptian Government” under 
the convention. 

This still rules out Israeli ship- 
ping. Egypt holds that the 1888 
convention gives it the right to 
ban Israeli ships from the 
canal as a security measure, 
since Egypt contends the 1948 
state of war between the two 
countries was not ended by the 
1949 armistice. 

Egypt declared it would run 
the canal on its own and collect 
all toll money. The United 
States, Britain and all other 
user nations eventually went 
along with the decree and per- 
mitted their shipowners to re- 


sume using the waterway. 

The new law also said Nasser 
would appoint, dismiss and fix 
the salaries of canal authority 
members. 


Peiping, U.K. to Swap 
Trade Missions Soon 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — Brit- 
ain and Red China will exchange 
trade missions this autumn to 
step up trade, it was announced 
here Thursday. 

Agreement on the exchange 
of trade missions was reached 
between the Red Chinese dip- 
lomatic representation in Lon- 
don’ and the Sino-British Trade 
Committee, the latter -announc- 
ed. 


3 Men Killed, 4 Hurt 


In Blast on Navy Boat 


NEW LONDON, Conn. (AP)— 
A two and a half pound TNT 
charge went off accidently 
aboard a cruising navy escort 
patrol craft Thursday night, 
killing three men and injuring 
four others seriously. 

The explosion occurred aboard 
the 180-foot USS Somersworth, 
which was on routine maneuv- 
ers in the Atlantic, about 120 
miles southeast of here.

The rugged, uninhabited area 
is about 25 miles southwest of 
Taipei.

ASDF Jet 
Base Found 
Inadequate 


HAMAMATSU (Kyodo) — A 
joint Japan-U.S. Air Force in- 
spection team has found the 
Japanese Air Self-Defense Force 
Base at Hamamatsu inadequate 
for jet plane training, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The fact-finding team, consist- 
ing of 18 specialists from the 
Japanese Defense Agency and 
16 jet pilots from the U.S. 5th 
Air Force in Japan, completed 
its inspection of the Hamamatsu 
base Tuesday. 

The group was dispatched by 
the Defense Agency last Friday 
to the base, where a group of 
jet pilots recently refused to 
continue training because of the 
frequent occurrence of ASDF 
jet plane accidents of late. The 
accidents were especially nu- 
merous at the base in Hama- 
matsu., 

Following the end of the four- 
day survey, Gen. Minoru Genda, 
seader of the Japanese inspec- 
tors group, said the team had 
discovered inadequacies of im- 
portance, both expected and un- 


spection covered more than 
1,006 points. 

Gen. Genda said the existing 
runway, only 7,000 feet long, 
hardly guarantees safe take-offs 
and landings. It should at least 
be 1C,000 feet long, he said, and 
an auxiliary runway should be 
built in a nearby area, such as 
at Yaizu, for emergencies. 

Radar facilities of the base 
are not good enough to insure 
complete guidance for jet land- 
ings in bad weather, Genda 
said. He added that there were 
other inadequate points in the 
flight safety system.

Summer is the off season for 
art exhibits, and it strikes me 
that this summer has been a 
particularly dry one in this re- 
spect, if in no other.

Hakuin Keikoku (1685-1768), 
like Shubun, Sesshu, and Sesson 
of the Muromachi period, was a 
Zen priest, but unlike them, he 
is known primarily as that ra 
er than as a painter. Born in 
the obscure village of Shisei in 
what is now Shizuoka Prefec- 
ture, he became a bonze at the 
age ot 15 and spent the rest of 
his life attempting to spread the 
teachings of the Rinzai sect to 
the common people.

Japanese Humor 


I strongly suspect that if you 
are looking for those elusive 
aspects of Zen Buddhism that 
are supposed to be turning up 
all the time in Japanese art, 
you had better turn to the 
genial works of this man than 
to those of master technicians 
like Sesshu. The two qualities 
that I associate with “Zen art” 
are technical simplicity and a 
sort of irreverent—and often 
delightfully irrelevant—wit, and 
both of these are to be found 
in abundance in Hakuin’s paint- 
ings. He had serious qualities, } 
visible in his calligraphy and a 
few of the more ostensibly re- 
ligious paintings, but he was at 
his best when painting whim- 
sical Kannons and fat little Zen 
masters like the one shown 
here. In many of the pictures 
on display, Hakuin was plainly 
spoofing, and in a most agree- 
able fashion. 


In one sense, the change from 
the Muromachi Zen painters to 
Hakuin represents an important 
development in the history of 
Japanese Zen; namely, its pop- 
ularization. Sesshu and his col- 
leagues, after all painted for 
aristocrats who had taken up 
the faith in its early days, but 
Hakuin painted for the common

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U.S. Firm. 
On Returning 
War Assets 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Ger- 


man official circles expressed 


disappointment over a statement 
by Secretary of State Dulles on 
German war assets. 


They thought the Secretary’s 

news conference remark Tues- 
day indicated that the Eisen- 
hower Administration is hold- 
ing to its old position that only 
individually owned properties 
up to $10,000 should be re 
turned. . 
. Dulles said the problem of 
the return of German assets 
seized in World War II had 
been discussed by the State 
Department and the German 
Embassy, following the visit in 
May of West German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauder. 


According to available infor- 
mation, a total of 60 million 
dollars worth of German and 
Japanese property would be re- 
turned to individual owners if 
the $10,000 ceiling remained. 


The Office of Alien Property 
said the total value of German 
properties administered by it 
was estimated at 54 million dol- 
lars as of Dec. 31, 1956. 


This figure includes proceeds 
from the sale of vested proper- 
ties. With some 60 million dol- 
lars worth of seized Japanese as- 
sets, the total value of vested 
property is about 600 million. 


From sales proceeds, the U.S. 
Government had paid out 225 
million dollars, mostly to former 
American prisoners of war, for 
war claims against Germany 
and Japan. In addition, it has 
spent about 50 million dollars of 
vested assets for administrative 
expenses. 

The Government’s position so 
far has been that, if the assets 
were to be returned in full, it 
would first be necessary for Con- 
gress to appropriate 275 million 
dollars to restore what has been 
taken from the assets. 

This is the “burden on the 
American taxpayer” which is 
supposed to be avoided in any 
arrangement for the return of 
seized property. 

German officials are now 
awaiting the State Department’s 
reply to a German memorandum 
on the assets problem which 
was submitted by Ambassador 
Heinz Krekeler several weeks 
ago. 

This memorandum is under- 
stood to have suggested that 
approximately three-fourths of 
all German properties be réturn- 
ed, while the U.S. Government 
should keep the remainder to 
meet administrative and other 
expenses. 


Aichi Loan Accord 
To Be Signed Soon 


NAGOYA (Kyodo)—A 7 mil- 
lion dollar loan agreement be- 
tween the Aichi Irrigation Pub- 
lic Corporation and the World 
Bank will be signed earlier than 
Aug. 15, the date previously set 
for the signing. 

This was made known by 
Takehiko Hamaguchi, president 
of the corporation, at a press 
interview held at his office in 
Nagoya Wednesday. 

Hamaguchi said the corpora- 
tion had been informed by the 
World Bank of its intention to 
finish all procedures for sign- 
ing of the agreement by the 
early part of next month. 

Of the total loan expected, 
Hamaguchi said, $4,300,000, or 
2 million dollars less than 
originally scheduled, would be 
used for the import of machin- 
ery. The corporation would try 
to use Japan-made machinery as 
far as possible, he said. 

He said the corporation would 
increase its staff of technicians 
by about 100 by the end of 
August in preparation for 
launching of the gigantic Kiso 
River irrigation and develop- 
ment program. 


Contract to Overhaul 
F80 Jet Aircraft 


Aircraft Engineering & Main- 
tenance Co, has received a 
Mutual Defense Aid Pact con- 
tract to overhaul a number of 
F80 jet aircraft for delivery to 
friendly allies.

The Japanese Government has 
asked the U.S. to let Japanese 
ships carry home at least half 
the amounts of U.S. grain Japan 
will get under the 175-million 
dollars short-term loan signed 
between Japan and the USS. 
Export-Import Bank in June 
when Prime Minister Kishi 
visited Washington. 


The loan gives Japan some 
700,000 bales of raw cotton (110 
million dollars) and wheat, bar- 
ley, soy bean and corn (65 mil- 
lion dollars). 

Informed sources. predicted 
the purchase of such U.S. farm 
produce under the 175-million 
dollars short-term loan would 
give rise to various difficulties 
in Japan’s trade with countries 
other than the U.S. 


According to a U.S. congres- 
sional ruling, they said, all U.S. 
products purchased by other 
countries under a U.S. loan 
must be carried by American 
ships. This means Japan must 
pay higher freightage than if 
the shipments were made by 
Japanese ships. 


For example, the freight rate 
for wheat and barley would be 
$5 higher per ton than the cur- 
rent Japanese shipping rate, 
and $7 per ton more for soy 
beans, they said. 

To avoid this, the Govern- 
ment has asked Washington au- 
thorities through the Foreign 
Office to let Japanese ships carry 
50 per cent of the wheat and 
barley and all of soy bean, 
They said the loan will also 
affect the current Japan-Pakis- 
tan trade talks. Pakistan is de- 
manding that Japan purchase 
some 300,000 bales of raw cot- 
ton in return for its ‘purchase 
of Japanese products in corre- 
sponding value. 

The loan will also affect to 
some degree Japan’s trade with 
Canada and Australia where 
Japan buys large amounts of 
wheat vearly, the informants 
added.

Mont Blanc Glacier 
To Provide Power 


PARIS (INS)—France’s soar- 
ing Mont Blanc, long a valuable 
tourist attraction, is being put 
to more constructive use, 

The impressive glacier at the 
top, Known to tourists as the 
Mer de Glace, soon will be har- 
nessed to provide hydroelectric 
power for France. 

Tourists need not fear that 
one of the world’s truly breath- 
taking spectacles will be scar- 
red or soiled. All the engineers’ 
gadgets will be concealed under- 
ground. 

Under present plans the river 
flowing beneath the glacier, will 
be tapped at an altitude of 4,700 
feet. The water will be drawn 
off through a mile-long tunnel, 
then high-pressure pipes will 
carry it down some 1,200 feet 
to an underground power sta- 
tion in the valley of Chamonix. 
A similar scheme has been 
worked out for the glacier of 
Argentiere on the other side of 
Mont Blanc. Here the fast-flow- 
ing torrent beneath the glacier 
will be funnelled to the Emos- 
son basin from a height of 6,500 
feet through a series of tunnels 
27 miles long. 

France and Switzerland will 
share this new source of electric 
power.

But for once we 
heard some plain speaking last week and the effect was 


refreshing. : 


“The speaking was done by a group of four Hungarian 


youths who took 


part, actively or indirectly, in the Hun- 


garian revolution which thrilled and electrified the world 
last October. The youths were in Japan on a 25-day visa, 
leaving here yesterday, to tell the story of what happened 
in their brave little country—the conditions which led to 
that bloody uprising, quelled only after the Red Army 
stepped in with cannons and tanks. 
These were young men who had lived with communism 
and could recognize it in all its manifestations. There are 
no one anywhere who can accuse these men of lacking in 
courage. The story of their fight and the fight of their 
countrymen against oppression is too well known to be 


challenged. 


These visitors charged the Zengakuren (National Fede- 
ration of Students Self-Government Associations), whose 
activities have raised questions before about its political 
affiliations and loyalties, with being the tool of communism. 
Their ire was aroused by the attempts of Zengakuren to 
interfere with lecture appearances at Japanese universities. 
They accused the Zengakuren being behind a _ boycott

The people are well acquainted with the activities of 


the Zengakuren. 


Agitating for a boycott is mild for its 


‘members who have been given in the past to throwing 
stones and excrement at policemen. 

The desire of the Zengakuren to muffle these outspoken 
Hungarian freedom fighters speaks for itself. Communists 
the world over were shaken and embarrassed by what oc- 


curred in Hungary and Poland last year. 


The actions of 


the Zengakuren make its political loyalties plain. 

But they. were never in doubt and what is of greater 
concern to every Japanese, and should be of greater concern 
to every student, is the feeling of these Hungarian youths 
that the general masses of Japanese students lack spunk, 
that they are being cowed and brow-beaten by the threats 
of minority, left-wing students. 

Though student groups sponsoring the Hungarian visit 
deny it, the Hungarians say they were urged by their spon- 
sors to remain quiet because the Zengakuren is “very power- 


ful.” 


There is no malice behind the frankness of these visi- 


tors, only concern. 


And Japanese students should accept 


what they say in that light and face the question squarely 


in their own consciences. 


Are they being dictated te by a group of the minority 
of the students? Whatever the answer, what are they go- 


ing to do about it?

Although the Emperor has become closer to the people, 
the Palace interior remains quite distant except to a privi- 
leged few who may be admitted for tours from time to time. 

Now that it has been decided to reconstruct the Palace 
(the work is scheduled to begin in 1961), it seems proper to 
make it a subject of public concern.

Friday, July 19 
Asahi Shimbun took up the 
Economic Planning Agency’s 
Economic White Paper. In 
the document, the Government 
explained that the present im- 
balance in the country’s inter- 


national account had resulted 


because imports far exceeded 
the tempo of exports. And the 
Government party blamed itself 
for the extraordinary increase 
in fmports which was due to an 
erroneous forecast of the eco- 
nomy. In the paper’s view, 
basically the responsibility for 
the unbalanced account was due 
to the Government, industry, 
business and individuals doing 
things far beyond their means. 
Particular responsibility was 
placed on the Government for 
the ‘present deplorakle economic 
situation which, the,paper said, 
was due to under opttmisyp over 
the economic trends. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
Economic Planning Agency's 
Economic White Paper is the 
Government’s admission of its 
miscalculation on economic pros- 
pécts during last year. In other 
‘words;the Government learned 
‘that a too rapid tempo of econo- 
mic expansion will cause infia- 
tion and deterioration in the 
international account and the 
speed of an economic growth 
must, in the long run, be 
checked, it said. However, the 
paper said the agency was right 
in seeking measures to stabilize 
the country’s economy. As such 
measures, the agency encourag- 
ed sayings, the reorganization of 
industry and the boosting of 
exports, the paper pointed out. 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on Economic White Paper as 
announced by the Economic 
Planning Agency which pointed 
to a variety of factors respon- 
sible for the present unbalanced 
international account. The 
paper blamed the deteriorated 
account to the rapid tempo of 
the nation’s economic expan- 
sion. Unable to check the trend 
toward excessive economic ex- 
pansion, the .Government had 
to admit failure in its economic 
policy and adopt a new defta- 
tionary policy. In order not to 
repeat the folly, the paper said 
the nation must in the future 
adopt elastic economic adjust- 
ment measures, to cope with 
warning signs of a commodity 
price hike and a trend toward 
overloans. It will also be essen- 
tial to compile complete econo- 
mic statistics to be used as 
yardsticks to judge economic 
trends, it suggested. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) said 
“the state of anarchy” caused 
by the National Railway 
Workers Union in its dis- 
pute against punitive action 
should not be permitted. Under 
the cloak of “workshop rallies,” 
the union adopted the tactics of 
deserting working places which 
caused suspension of train op- 
eration, the paper said in par- 
ticular reference to dispute 
tactics resorted to. by the 
Niigata Council of the union. 
The paper wanted to know if 
the union was trying to be 
purposely hostile to the people 
in general. The paper also said 
a policy of suppression by the 
Government will not serve to 
end the dispute, 


Economic White Paper 


The Economic Planning 
Agency, in its Economic White 


Paper announced today, warn- 


ed against “premature expan- 
sion” of Japan’s economic scale, 
giving detailed analysis of vari- 
ous factors believed responsible 
for the recent worsening of the 
international balance of pay- 
ments. 

While admitting the difficulty 
of predicting when this country 
can restore balance in the in- 
ternational account, the paper 
stressed the need of closer co- 
operation between the Govern- 
ment and the private circles to 
tide over the present crisis. 


The paper noted the scale of 


economy in fiscal 1956 expand- 
ed at “too fast a tempo,” point- 
ing out the nation’s income rose 
by 14 per cent and the produc- 
tion level by 23.4 per cent over 
fiscal 1955, the fastest tempo re- 
corded in the world. 

The motive power for the 
business boom in fiscal 1955 
was an increase of 30 per cent 
in exports over the previous 
fiscal year, but it was private 
investment, 60 per cent higher, 
which caused economic activi- 
ties in fiscal 1956. 

In other words, the paper con- 
tinued, the tempo of Japan’s 


economic expansion outran the

grams. 


Sudden Shift in the 


Monetary Situation 


Greatly responsible for the 
change in the basic monetary 
condition was an increase in 
bank advances which totaled 
1,040,000 million yen. of the 
amount, investment funds ac- 
counted for 160,000 million yen, 
or six times the previous year’s 
figure, and working funds 880,- 
000 million yen, or three times 
the previous year’s figure, 


In the previous year, the Gov- 
ernment’s excess payments 
totaled 276,600 million yen. In 
1956, however, the situation was 
completely reversed as the Gov- 
ernment siphoned off 163,400 
million yen in its net income. 
Under this situation, private 
banks had to have access to 
funds from the Bank of Japan. 

This started the vicious cycle 
of an increase in bank advances, 
an accelerated tempo of eco- 
nomic expansion, the Govern- 
ment’s siphoning of funds, an 
increase in income and another 
increase in the Bank of Japan’s 
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amount of increase was to meet 
increased consumption and the 
remaining 700 million dollars 
was for investments, chiefly for 
a of production facili- 
ties. 

The rate of increase in im- 
ports exceeded that of produc- 
tion during the year. 
manufacturing industries, the 
amount of imports of raw mate- 
rials swelled by as much as 40 
per cent, while the rate of in- 
crease in production was limit- 
ed to only 24 per cent. 


This was because production 
could not keep up with demand 
which mounted in proportion 
to the expansion of the econo- 
mic scale. 


Lessons of the 1956 


Economy 


With a view to correcting 
such economic excesses, the 
Government adopted a series of 
retrenchment measures center- 
ing chiefly around the post- 
ponement of government loans 
and investments in June 1957. 

The Japanese economy ex- 
perienced the same major 
change twice in fiscal 1953 and 
1956. From this, seven impor- 
tant lessons were derived for 
avoiding a similar big economic 


re 


international standard, inevit- 
ably bringing about serious ef- 
fects upon various fields of 
economy in this country. 

Concretely, the paper pointed 
out: 


Red Signals 


The backlog orders for machi- 
nery began to accumulate 
since mid-1955, indicating that 
the supply was becoming larger 
than the demand. Banks regis- 
tered overloans jin early fiscal 
1956 with enterprises relying 
upon borrowings for _ invest- 
ments. . 


Production bottlenecks came 
to the fore in summer, 1956, in 
the steel, electric power and 
transportation industries. A 
similar trend was noted later 
the same year in the field of 
ceal and machinery. 


The price situation in fiscal 
1956 was featured by a sharp 
upward curve in capital goods 
in contrast to a slight rise in 
consumer goods. 


The effect of the excess ex- 
pansion in the economic scale 
was seen definitely in the inter- 
national account, which reg- 
istered only 38 million dollars 
in the black at the end of fiscal 
1956 against the 530 million 
dollars surplus in the preceding 
year. It should be noted the 
real account for fiscal 1956 
showed 180 million dollars in 
the red when usance bills were 
taken into account, 


The unfavorable balance was 
attributable to a marked in- 
crease of 42 per cent in imports 
in contrast to a 19 per cent rise 
in exports. The situation re- 
mained unchanged in the early 
part of fiscal 1957 with the first 
three months, April, May and 
June, showing deficits. 


Foreign currency holdings 
dropped by about 500 million 
dollars in the first half of calen- 
dar 1957 from 1,420 million dol- 
lars as of the end of calendar 
1956, finally necessitating insti- 
tution of a tight money policy. 


Abnormal Increases in 
Investments by Private ~ 
Industries 


Fiscal 1956’s investment in in- 
dustrial facilities increased by 
80 per cent over the previous 
fiscal year, Funds invested 
totaled 1,400,000 million yen. As 
a result of a rapid increase in 
exports, the zeal of industries, 
particularly export industries, 
for investments mounted in the 
latter half of fiscal 1955. 


With the advent of fiscal 1956, 
the so-called “investment” boom 
spread from the consumer goods 
industry to capital and con- 
sumer goods industries.  In- 
vestments by the newly rising 
industries of petrochemicals, 
synthetic fibers and synthetic 
resins also began to increase 
and resulted in electric power 
and steel shortages. — 


Of investments in industrial 
facilities, machinery, particul- 
arly large-size machinery, occu- 
pied a major portion. These 
newly-invested facilities took 
time before they could be made 
to appear in the form of tangible 
products. In the meantime, the 
prices of steel materials con- 
tinued to rise. These factors 
were responsible for a rise in 
investment cost. 


On the other hand, invest- 
ments in the stockpile of raw 


materials increased to 64,000 


million yen or 40 per cent over 
the previous fiscal year period. 


The rapid increase in invest- 
ments was due to enterprisers’ 
zeal for modernization of facili- 
ties, easy access to funds 
because of the easy money situa- 


advances, 


The vicious cycle ushered in 
the crisis of the country’s inter- 
national account, In the mean- 
while, the Government’s mone- 
tary policy lacked elasticity. A 
series of measures had been 
taken to check credit expansion 
since August 1956, but these 
measures failed to prove effect- 
ive. 

Furthermore, the Government 
reduced taxes by 100,000 million 
yen in fiscal 1957 and at the 
same time drew up a positive 
economic expansion program. 
Provincial governments acted in 
concert with the central Gov- 
ernment to scale up the nation’s 
economy. 


Consumption Level 


The rise of the consumption 
index was slower than that of 
other indices. Consumption per 
capita rose only by 6.4 per cent 
in urban districts and 1.9 per 
cent in rural areas, or 4.6 per 
cent on the nationwide average 
over the previous fiscal year, 

The relatively slow increase 
of consumption was attributed 
to the fact that the increase of 
individual incomes was far 
lower than that of corporate in- 
comes. 

Consumption tended to in- 
crease further as workers’ in- 
come became swollen due to a 
sizable wage boost resulting 
from the spring labor offensive 
of 1957 and a big reduction in 
the income tax, 


Concentration on Steel 
and Machine Industries 


The conspicuous rise of the 
nation’s economic level during 
fiscal 1956 was brought about 
by a phenomenal 23.4 per cent 
increase in the mining and 
manufacturing production. 

Machinery production was 
Senay active, registering a 

per cent advance, 

This was due to the concent- 
ration of investments in the 
machinery industry, a sharp in- 
crease in export of ships and 
brisk demand for durable con- 
sumer goods such as washing 
machines. 

The production increase in 
fiscal 1956 was due to expan- 
sion of investments. One half 
of the total investments went to 
iron-steel and machinery indus- 
tries and 20 per cent to the 
chemical industry, 


Production of chemical fibers 
brought heavy burdens to iron- 
steel and electric power indus- 
tries. The burden was increas- 
ed by the heavy output of ma- 
chines. 

The inability of iron-steel and 
power industries to catch up 
with the swiftly increasing 
demand for iron-steel products 
and power produced a_ bot- 
tleneck to increased production. 


Employment Improves 

Reflecting the brisk indus- 
trial activities, the employment 
situation scored a marked im- 
provement jin fiscal 1956 with 
A rT of persons gaining 
obs during the year 
550,000. g year reaching 

Employment increased gen- 
erally in both large and small 
enterprises, although in the 
past unemployed persons were 
absorbed into the small enter- 
prises. 


Deterioration of Inter- 


national Payments 

The deterioration of the coun- 
try’s international payment 
balance could be attributed pri- 
marily to increased imports. 

Customs statistics show that 
the 1956 fiscal year imports 
were 1,000 million dollars more 
than the previous year and that 
300 million dollars of this 


shake-up in future. 

The Government, learned, 
among other things, to adopt 
measures to control the busl- 
ness situation more swiftly and 
efficiently to compile more ac- 
curate and complete statistics 
and to be more sensitive to the 
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“signals” of the economic con- 
ditions, 


Industrial Bottleneck 


The bottleneck that appeared 
in such key industries as power 
generation and _ transportation 
in fiscal 1956 has its origin in 
the past imbalance between the 
rate of economic growth and 
that of development of the basic 
needs of industry. 


The hydroelectric power gen 
eration in the country has re- 
ached its limit because of lack 
of water power resources, No 
further increase can be expected 
of the coal production because 
of limited facilities and, more- 
over, Japan can meet only 3 
per cent of its oil demand with 
domestic product, 


It was recommended, there- 
fore, that economic develop- 
ment plans should be drafted 
with full attention on the coun- 
try’s international payment bal- 
ance, the employment situation 
and the limited supply of oil 
and other energy resources, 

Roads, railways and other 
facilities of transportation 
should also be expanded in pro- 
portion to the expansion of the 
economic scale. 


Conclusion 


It was noted that there is no 
short cut to economic develop- 
ment and that any excess in ex- 
pansion would result in inviting 
inflation and the worsening of 
the international account. 

Japan’s economy now needs 
to be adjusted through the en- 
forcement of an over-all policy. 
While no one will welcome a 
“disinflation” policy, it is re- 
garded as “absolutely necess- 
ary” to acquire a firm foothold 
for the economy to develop in 
a healthy way.

Text of Kishi Address 


The following is an address by 
Prime Minister Kishi at the Amer- 
ica-Japan Society luncheon yester- 
day at the Imperial Hotel.—Editor. 


Mr. President, members and 
friends of the Japan-America 
Society: 

It was soon after my return 
from the United States that I 
received from your president a 
cordial invitation to luncheon. 
I am exceedingly glad to have 
this opportunity to be with you 
today. 


As you know, I carried out 
both a Cabinet reorganization 
and party personnel renovation 
last week and laid the founda- 
tion for a stable government on 
the solidarity of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party—the sole 
party in Japan which is com- 
mitted to progressive conser- 
vatism. Thus, I have first con- 
solidated our position on the 
domestic front. Now, as head 
of the Liberal-Democratic Gov- 
ernment standing on firmer 
foundation, I am convinced that 
I shall be able to push vigor- 
ously forward the work of fur- 
thering Japanese-American rela- 
tions along the lines as were 
affirmed in my talks with the. 
Government leaders of the 
United States, 


During my stay in America I 
was accorded a hearty welcome 
by the members of the Congress 
as well as President Eisenhower 
and other Government leaders. 
And in every city I visited I 
was given warm reception from 
the leaders of various circles 
and from the general public, It 
was not only an expression of 
friendship for me as the Prime 
Minister of Japan, but it was 
also a manifestation of the tradi- 
tional American friendship and 
goodwill toward Japan. In fact, 
all Americans I met asked me 
to carry back home their friend- 
ly regards to the Japanese peo- 
ple. 


As it had been repeatedly 
stated, the purpose of my Ameri- 
can trip was not to negotiate 
agreement on any specific mat- 
ters, but to arrive at a funda- 
mental understanding on the 
course to be taken by Japan 
and the United States hereafter 
in the face of the new develop- 
ments in the world situation so 
as to put Japanese-American 
relations on an _ wunshakable 
basis for all the years to come. 
And through exchanges of views 
conducted with utmost frank- 
ness with President Eisenhower, 
Secretary of State Dulles and 
other Government leaders of 
the United States, I was able 
to reach a basic understanding 
on the principles of Japanese- 
American cooperation under 
our common aspirations’ for 
liberty and justice. I believe my 
American journey was a big 
success. 


The five principles set forth 
in our Joint Communique are: 
(1) Cooperation as equal part- 
ners: (2) establishment of peace 
in accordance with the Charter 
of the United Nations; (3) 
cooperation in maintaining se- 


curity for the Free World and P€ 


improving economic and social 
conditions in the Free World; 
(4) support for free trade; (5) 
cooperation for the reduction of 
armaments, both nuclear and 


conventional. 


The principles serve as the 
guiding concepts for carrying 
on the task of strengthening 
the Japanese-American coopera- 
tive relationship. I have no 
doubt but that these principles 
will help to solve the pending 
issues between our two coun- 
tries one by one and con- 
solidate further Japanese-Amer- 
ican relations, 


The Washington talks have 
ushered in a new era in the 
long traditional friendly rela- 
tions between Japan and the 
United States. And the success 
of the talks is ascribable in a 
large measure to the statesman- 
Ship of President Eisenhower 
and other American leaders, I 
wish to point out specially the 
important part played by His 
Excellency Ambassador Douglas 
MacArthur II, a diplomat of 
deep understanding and a 
genuine friend of Japan. I 
wish to express my deep ap 
preciation for his efforts, 


I am _ profoundly gratified 
that I have been able at this 
time to welcome to my new 
Cabinet as foreign minister, an 
old and trusted friend of mine, 
Mr. Aiichiro Fujiyama, who 
possesses high political acumen 
as well as long years’ experi- 
ence in the business world. 
Mr. Fujiyama is also an ac- 
complished oil painter. I look 
forward to seeing a splendid 
picture of Japanese-American 
partnership produced by our 
new foreign minister from the 
sketch that was drawn up by 
me and President Eisenhower. 

Speaking before the Japan- 
America Society and the Japa- 
nese Chamber of Commerce of 
Los Angeles I said: 


“The foundation for Japanese- 
American relationship our two 
Governments established as a 
result of our talks was at the 
official level—the government-to- 
government level. But in order 
to bring two countries like ours 
into closer relationship this is 
not enough. Democratic gov- 
ernments like ours function in 
accordance with the will of the 
people. It can accomplish lit- 
tle or nothing without the sup- 

rt of the people. I sincerely 

lieve that in order to enable 
our two Governments to carry 
out the task which we outlined 
for ourselves in the Washington 
conversations there must be 
mutual understamding and mu- 
tual trust at the people-to-people 
level. In business, in education, 
in the cultural field, the people 
of Japan and America must ex- 
pand further their intimate in- 
tercourse. I am glad to note 
that this is being done by both 
your organizations.” 


I want to say that same thing 
to you members, of the Japan- 
America Society to Tokyo who 
are gathered here today, and 
who are also engaged in the 
same important task of promot- 
ing unity and cooperation be- 
tween our two nations. I pray 
that you will continue your 
lofty efforts to contribute to the 
ace and prosperity of our own 
countries, and to the peace of 
the world and welfare of man- 
kind.
